USING THE preliminary plan pre­ 
sented Monday night, Stanley Con­ 
sultants will draw detailed construc­ 
tion drawings and prepare cost esti­ 
mates for grading the 52 acres, lf 
those plans are approved and financ­ 
ing agreed to, grading work would 
start next spring. 
Once the course is constructed, it 
still takes two growing seasons to es­ 
tablish the greens and fairways, Gill 
said. 
Officials spent time discussing the 
possibility of fencing the golf course 
or some of the ponds, but they gener­ 
ally agreed that fences would not be 
necessary or desirable.

Traffic light device 


to aid in crises 


Arlington Heights is planning to ex­ 
tend its network of special traffic 
light controls for emergency vehicles 
by adding Golf and Arlington Heights 
roads to the list of controlled inter­ 
sections. 
The control, called Opticon, re­ 
sponds to a bright strobe iight on ap­ 
proaching police cars, ambulances 
and fire trucks. 
As the emergency vehicle nears the 
intersection, traffic lights in all other 
directions automatically turn red. The 
system is intended to make passage 
through the intersection safer and fas­ 
ter for emergency cars. 
The controls have been added at 
major intersections throughout the 
village, particularly along routes to 
Northwest Community Hospital such 
as Arlington Heights and Central 
roads. 
In 1972, when Arlington Heights 
started the program, it was only the 
second municipality in Illinois to use 
the Opticon controls. 


said the board does not plan on “ re­ 
taliatory action” if the referendum is 
not approved. The board is asking for 
a 25 cents per $100 equalized assessed 
valuation education tax rate increase. 
Mrs. Zanca referred to the 1971 ref­ 
erendum defeat when the district 
closed schools to after-school activi­ 
ties such as park district and other 
community affairs. She said such ac­ 
tions will not result if the referendum 
fails and that the current education 
programs will be maintained. 
The district is asking for the tax 
rate increase to raise its tax level to 
the $1.95 level required by the state to 
receive maximum state aid. The in­ 
crease will raise the district above the 
$1.95 level but will be within the limit 
set by the state. 
MRS. ZANCA SAID the district is 
going for a 25-cent increase to keep 
the education programs at their cur­ 
rent level and to begin “ erasing the 
debts” in the district. 
“ We’re not threatening the people. 
We’re not saying if they don’t pass it 
(the referendum) the programs will 
be cut,” said Supt. Roger Bardwell. 
“ I recommend that we do at least 
maintain the education standards. 
There are all kinds of ways you can 
raise taxes without a referendum.” 
“ We’ve solved this year’s problems 
wit i the teachers’ orders,” Bardwell 
said. The district is paying teachers 
with $1.5 million worth of teachers’ 
orders, a type of promissory note, 
through November. The orders will be 


paid back through the sale of bonds 
which will result in a tax rate in­ 
crease to residents in the bond and 
interest fund. 
MRS. 
ZANCA 
said the district 
might consider closing some schools 
in the future because of declining en­ 
rollment. Two schools which might be 
closed, she said, are Grant Wood and 
Hopkins schools, both in Elk Grove 
Village. She said Grant Wood also 
might be made into a sixth grade an­ 
nex to Grove Junior High School to 
help that school’s overcrowding prob­ 
lem. 
Other methods to cope with the dis­ 


trict’s rising expenses include using 
second-year tax anticipation warrants 
or dissolving the working cash fund, 
said Bardwell. All three options he 
said are not economical because the 
district would have to pay interest on 
the borrowed funds. 
The board cut about $480,000 from 
this year’s tentative budget. 
The 
adopted $15.5 million budget reflects a 
2.2 per cent increase over last year's 
budget. The district expects a $1.7 
million deficit in th.? education and 
building funds this year, with deficit 
spending continuing next year if the 
referendum fails.

Women to iron while strike

services or transportation. 
Women w'ho cannot leave work are 
being asked to wear an armband to 
show their support for the strike and 
to organize activities and demonstra­ 
tions on their lunch hours. 
Local reaction to the strike call var­ 
ied Monday. Some women who ex­ 
pressed sympathy said they were not 
sure how complete their participation 
would be. 
Sherry Reynolds, a member of the 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 Board 
of Education, said she expects to be 
driving home from the NOW national 


convention in Philadelphia on the day 
of the strike. “ I don’t know if I will be 
on strike,” she said. “ My husband 
and I have a very equal relationship, 
would certainly cease to do any corpo­ 
rate business.”

Nearly $93 million for construction 
of the controversial O’Hare Treat­ 
ment Plant near Des Plaines was 
budgeted this year and bidding for the 
project is expected in October, a sani­ 
tary district spokesman said. 
Officials said the budget increase 
was caused by a jump in the per­ 
centage that the district must provide 
for bonds to obtain federal project 
grants. Last year, the district includ­ 
ed funds which provided 20 per cent of 
anticipated federal grants. The pro­ 
posed budget includes 40 per cent 
bonding money.

The news ag ency Europa Press lat­ 
er said the four unidentified persons 
on the plane were crew members. 
An estimated 300 riot police kept a 
crowd of sev eral thousaiKl back from 
the embassy building on Velasquez St. 
The Arab ambassadors, including 
Ghaffar, sig ned a statement denounc­ 
ing the interim Sinai ag reement be­ 
tween Eg ypt and the “so-called state 
of Israel.” The statement said the 
ag reement was “directed ag ainst Pa­ 
lestinian people, its objectiv es and fu­ 
ture aspirations.”

In Cairo, earlier. President Anwar 
Sadat made a speech announcing hto 
ai^rov al of sending a plane to Madrid 
to fly out the g uerrillas. 
In an emotional, two-hour speech 
before Eg ypt’s political leadership, Sa­ 
dat said the g uerrillas demanded an 
Alg erian plane to fly them to safety 
but that Alg eria requested Eg ypt’s ap­ 
prov al before meeting the demand. 
“Of course, I g av e them my approv ­ 
al immediately,” Sadat said. 
The speech was addressed as much 
to Syria and tl» Palestinians as to his 
audience, the Arab Socialist Union. 
“All those who hav e been criticizing 
Eg ypt and its policy think that they 
can frig hten us but we cannot be d^ 
ceiv ed by outbidding and slog ans,” 
Sadat said. 
“Yasser,” said Sadat, referring to 
Palestinian Liberation Org anization 
leader Yasser Arafat, “I know you 
are listening to me now. We shall try 
to bear ag ain with the Palestini^s 
and their hasty reaction. Our position 
in the Arab-Israeli conflict has not 
chang ed, we always think of their 
Arab interests as well as the intérêts 
of the Palestinian people,” Sadat said. 
In Beirut, the PLO denied it had 
anytfadng to do with tte attack and 
condemned what it called Eg ypt’s 
“threatening tone.”

Ev en if the coming wintw is miW, emerg ency actions can only 
make a small dent in the anticipated shmtag es of natural g as, top 
energ y officials said Monday. Federal Energ y Administrator Frank 
G. Zarb, Federal Power Commission (Chairman John N. Nassikas 
aiid aides testified at a Senate Commerce Committee hearing on 
natural g as shortag es. 
Zarb said with an av erag e winter, the natural g as äMMtag e — 
the amount of g as that customers could use compared with the 
amount av ailable — would be 1.3 trillion cubic feet. That is nearly 
one-fourth more sev ere than the shwtag e of last winter, he said, 
and “we could hav e a more serious condition with a 
moce serious 
winter.”

Hig hest g ain since ’7 2 economic boom 
Ind ustria l p ro d uctio n jump s 1.3% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Industrial 
production jumped 1.3 per cent in Au­ 
g ust for tfije hig hest percentag e g ain 
since the economic boom preceding 
the 1972 presidential election, the Fed­ 
eral Reserv e Board reported Monday. 
The measurement of (he physical 
productiim 
oi the nation’s factwies, 
mines and utilities stood at its hig hest 
lev el since January, the Fed said. 


The percentag e g ain was the hig h­ 
est since a 1.4-per cent surg e in Octo­ 
ber, 1972, when the Federal Reserv e 
was expanding the money supply to 
produce a period 
prosperity that 
ended in mid-19 73. 
The Fed said ev ery measurement of 


output g ained from July to Aug ust. 
The primary boost, howev er, came 
from productiai of home furnishing s 
such as appliances, furniture and car­ 
pets. 
There were considerable increases 
also in production of raw steel, tex­ 
tiles, paper and chemicals. The only 
declines were for industrial fuel and 
power, which reflected strikes in the 
coal industry.

Bushel-fo r-ba rrel’ ta lks end 


MOSCOW (UPI) — American and 
Sov iet neg otiators Monday nig ht con­ 
cluded preliminary talks on a long ­ 
term g rain ag reement, which could 
inv olv e “bushel-for-barrel” trading of 
surplus American crops for Sov iet oil. 


Charles Robinson, U.S. Under-Sec­ 
retary of State for Economic Affairs 
who headed the American deleg ation, 
will leav e for Washing ton Tuesday to 
report to President Ford, a U.S. 
spokesman said. 
“The neg otiations still are in a pre­ 
liminary stag e,” the spokesman said. 
He added that the talks could be char­ 
acterized as “satisfactory thus far.” 
Antther U.S. official said no further 
meeting would be held unless the So­ 
v iets ask for one. 
The chief neg otiator for the Sov iet 
side was Foreig n Trade Minister Ni­ 
kolai S. Patolichev . 
President Ford sent Robinson to 
Moscow to seek an arrang ement un­ 
der which the Sov iet Union would buy 
specified amounts of g rain from the 
United States on an annual basis. 


The talks were prompted by fears 
that sudden larg e purchases of Ameri­ 
can g rain could boost food prices in 
the United States. Some Western ex­ 
perts believ e a reg ularized buymg 
pattern by the Sov iets would stabilize 
the international g rain market and 
help keep ¡» ices down. 
Robinson’s v isit was the result of a 
debate ov er Sov iet purchases this 
year of 10 million tons of U.S. g rain to 


supplement Russia’s droug ht-hit har­ 
v est. 
Earlier in the day in Washing ton, 
the head of the American Farm Bu­ 
reau Federation pleaded unsuccessful­ 
ly with President Ford to end a one- 
month ban on U.S. g rain sales to Rus­ 
sia and warned that farmers oppose 
any long -term sales ag reement neg o­ 
tiated between the two g ov ernments. 
Federation President William J. 


Kuhfuss said Ford refused to lift the 
3(kiay moratorium that the adminis­ 
tration imposed on g rain sales to Rus­ 
sia while representativ es of both g ov ­ 
ernments met in Moscow to neg otiate 
a long -term purchasing ag reement. 
But, he said, the President reaf­ 
firmed his commitment to a market 
economy and assured him that more 
American g rain will be sold to the So­ 
v iet Union this year.

The statement said the 
agreement was “directed against Pa­ 
lestinian people, its objectives and fu­ 
ture aspirations.” 
The Geneva talks between Israel 
and Egypt were to prepare for a final 
signing the agreement engineered by 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
and initialed by the two countries 
Sept. 4. 
In Cairo, earlier, President Anwar 
Sadat made a speech announcing his 
approval of sending a plane to Madrid 
to fly out the guerrillas. 
In an emotional, two-hour speech 
before Egypt’s political leadership, Sa­ 
dat said the guerrillas demanded an 
Algerian plane to fly them to safety 
but that Algeria requested Egypt’s ap­ 
proval before meeting the demand. 


“Of course, I gave them my approv­ 
al immediately,” Sadat said. 
The speech was addressed as much 
to Syria and the Palestinians as to his 
audience, the Arab Socialist Union. 
“All those who have been criticizing 
Egypt and its policy think that they 
can frighten us but we cannot be de­ 
ceived by outbidding and slogans,” 
Sadat said. 
“Yasser,” said Sadat, referring to 
Palestinian Liberation Organization 
leader Yasser Arafat, “I know you 
are listening to me now. We shall try 
to bear again with the Palestinians 
and their hasty reaction. Our position 
in the Arab-Israeli conflict has not 
changed, we always think of their 
Arab interests as well as the interests 
of the Palestinian people,” Sadat said. 
In Beirut, the PLO denied it had 
anything to do with the attack and 
condemned what it called Egypt’s 
“threatening tone.”

sy Monday and threatened to kill the 
ambassador and two aides unless Eg­ 
ypt withdrew from peace talks with 
Israel. After a 16-hour siege, the 
Arabs flew to Algiers where they 
promised to free their hostages. 
The news agency Europa Press said 
there were 13 persons on the plane, 
including four Arab guerrillas, five 
hostages and four others who were 
not identified. It took off from Ba­ 
rajas International Airport at 3:51 
a.m. (8:51 p.m. CDT) Monday. 
The Palestinians agreed to leave, 
the embassy after talks with Arab 
ambassadors who persuaded them to 
fly to Algiers, release their hostages 
and surrender to police. 
Police stood well back as the com­ 
mandos and their hostages left the 
embassy and piled into a bus that 
whisked them to the airport. 
En route to the airport, the com­ 
mandos threw themselves on the floor 
of the bus, covering their heads with 
what appeared to be nylon netting. 
The hostages sat up straight. 
One of the commandos carried a 
case with a wire leading to what look­ 
ed like a remote control switch, wit­ 
nesses said. They said other com­ 
mandos carried guns and one had a 
grenade. 
The commandos seized the embassy 
Monday morning and took Ambassa-

Three buses, two containing both black and white children, were 
stoned Monday at the start of the second week of a stepped-up plan 
to integrate Boston’s public schools. However, city-wide attendance 
reached a high for the new school term. 
In teacher strikes across the nation, meanwhile, 2 million chil­ 
dren remained affected, but there were signs of a break in the New 
York strike. The two sides in New York are reportedly only hours 
away from agreement. 
In Chicago, bargainers headed back into negotiations amid 
threats by School Superintendent Joseph Hannon to seek a back-to- 
work order, and talk of setting up “alternative” schools to keep the 
city’s 530,000 idle public school children off the streets. 


FTC hits Safeway Store advertising 
The Federal Trade Commission Monday accused Safeway Stores 
Inc., the nation’s largest supermarket chain, of cheating consumers 
by advertising food at sale prices but selling it at regular prices. 
The loss to shoppers, one FTC lawyer said, has been “substantial” 
over the years, although no complete dollar estimate has been 
made. The complaint against Safeway completed a sweep by the 
agency against the country’s “big three” food store chains. A&P, 
the No. 2 chain, and Kroger, No. 3, have been hit with similar 
litigation. 


Natural gas shortage worries experts 
Even if the coming winter is mild, emergency actions can only 
make a small dent in the anticipated shortages of natural gas, top 
energy officials said Monday. Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
G. Zarb, Federal Power Commission Chairman John N. Nassikas 
and aides testified at a Senate Commerce Committee hearing on 
natural gas shortages. 
Zarb said with an average winter, the natural gas “shortage” — 
the amount of gas that customers could use compared with the 
amount available — would be 1.3 trillion cubic feet. That is nearly 
one-fourth more severe than the shortage of last winter, he said, 
and “we could have a more serious condition with a more serious 
winter.” 


Ford terminates clemency board 
President Ford signed an executive order Monday terminating 
the Presidential Clemency Board, created a year ago to help Viet­ 
nam War resisters clear their records and return to normal lives. 
Ford’s executive order assigned the Justice Department to clean up 
unfinished business of the board, which processed 15,500 appli­ 
cations for the President’s limited clemency offer. Atty. Gen Ed­ 
ward Levi will have until March 31 to submit final recommenda­ 
tions to the President on applications received.

Papua and New Guinea proclaimed formal independence at the 
stroke of midnight Monday with a fireworks display marking the 
end of a drive by Australia to thrust this primitive land into the 
world community. The new nation has seen nearly a century of 
colonial rule by Germany, Britain, Japan and Australia. 
Papua and New Guinea are the most primitive areas remaining 
on earth, marked by violence among bow and arrow wielding tribes 
that speak more than 700 different languages.

Two bombs planted in hollowed out paperback books and mailed 
from Dublin exploded in London’s fashionable Kensington and May­ 
fair districts Monday injuring the dowager Countess of Onslow and 
a woman secretary. Pamela, Countess of Onslow, mother of the 
present Earl of Onslow, suffered minor burns on her arms when 
she opened a package containing a hollowed out Walt Disney Pi­ 
nocchio book addressed to her home in Kensington. The second 
bomb exploded in the Berkeley Square offices of the Canadian 
Alcan aluminum company. A secretary received minor cuts and 
burns. 


Industrial production jumps 1.3% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Industrial 
production jumped 1.3 per cent in Au­ 
gust for tfys highest percentage gain 
since the economic boom preceding 
the 1972 presidential election, the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board reported Monday. 


The measurement of the physical 
production of the nation’s factories, 
mines and utilities stood at its highest 
level since January, the Fed said. 


The percentage gain was the high­ 
est since a 1.4-per cent surge in Octo­ 
ber, 1972, when the Federal Reserve 
was expanding the money supply to 
produce a period of prosperity that 
ended in mid-1973. 
The Fed said every measurement of 


output gained from July to August. 
The primary boost, however, came 
from production of home furnishings 
such as appliances, furniture and car­ 
pets. 


There were considerable increases 
also in production of raw steel, tex­ 
tiles, paper and chemicals. The only 
declines were for industrial fuel and 
power, which reflected strikes in the 
coal industry. 


The 1.3-per-cent rise in August was 
nearly triple the increases of 0.5 per 
cent in both June and July. Industrial 
production declined for eight straight 
months before the June increase. 
Earlier in the day, the Commerce 


Department reported business and in­ 
dustry continued the longest period of 
inventory cuts in 16 years by trim­ 
ming backroom stocks another $569 
million in July. 


Declining inventories are a good 
sign for the nation’s 7.8 million unem­ 
ployed workers. It means that manu­ 
facturers will begin rehiring some 
workers to produce goods to supply an 
improving consumer demand. 


It 
was the 
second 
consecutive 
month of increased retail inventories, 
a signal that consumers are buying 
again. 
In other economic news: 
• Bank of America of San Fran­ 


cisco, the nation’s largest commercial 
bank, and several other large banks 
raised their minimum interest rate 
for corporate loans to 8 per cent. First 
National City Bank of New York, the 
second largest, began the trend to­ 
ward a higher prime rate Friday. 
Chicago banks raising their rate to 
8 per cent Monday included: First Na­ 
tional Bank of Chicago, Northern 
Trust of Chicago and Continental Illi­ 
nois of Chicago.

‘Bushel-for-barrel’ talks end 


MOSCOW (UPI) — American and 
Soviet negotiators Monday night con­ 
cluded preliminary talks on a long­ 
term grain agreement, which could 
involve “bushel-for-barrel” trading of 
surplus American crops for Soviet oil. 


Charles Robinson, U.S. Under-Sec­ 
retary of State for Economic Affairs 
who headed the American delegation, 
will leave for Washington Tuesday to 
report to President Ford, a U.S. 
spokesman said. 
“The negotiations still are in a pre­ 
liminary stage,” the spokesman said. 
He added that the talks could be char­ 
acterized as “satisfactory thus far.” 
Antther U.S. official said no further 
meeting would be held unless the So­ 
viets ask for one. 
The chief negotiator for the Soviet 
side was Foreign Trade Minister Ni­ 
kolai S. Patolichev. 
President Ford sent Robinson to 
Moscow to seek an arrangement un­ 
der which the Soviet Union would buy 
specified amounts of grain from the 
United States on an annual basis. 


Ford said Friday the deal could 
cover up to five years and might in­ 
volve an exchange of surplus Ameri­ 
can grain for Soviet oil. 


The talks were prompted by fears 
that sudden large purchases of Ameri­ 
can grain could boost food prices in 
the United States. Some Western ex­ 
perts believe a regularized buying 
pattern by the Soviets would stabilize 
the international grain market and 
help keep prices down. 
Robinson’s visit was the result of a 
debate over Soviet purchases this 
year of IO million tons of U.S. grain to 


supplement Russia’s drought-hit har­ 
vest. 
Earlier in the day in Washington, 
the head of the American Farm Bu­ 
reau Federation pleaded unsuccessful­ 
ly with President Ford to end a one- 
month ban on U.S. grain sales to Rus­ 
sia and warned that farmers oppose 
any long-term sales agreement nego­ 
tiated between the two governments. 
Federation President William J. 


Kuhfuss said Ford refused to lift the 
30-day moratorium that the adminis­ 
tration imposed on grain sales to Rus­ 
sia while representatives of both gov­ 
ernments met in Moscow to negotiate 
a long-term purchasing agreement. 
But, he said, the President reaf­ 
firmed his commitment to a market 
economy and assured him that more 
American grain will be sold to the So­ 
viet Union this year. 


SWAT kills 
armed, wounded hijacker 


SAN JOSE, CaUf. (UPI) - An 
armed and wounded hijacker trying to 
escape from a Continental Airlines 727 
jet with a gun held at the head of a 
hostage was picked off and shot to 
death Monday by a police sharp­ 
shooter. 
The single shot shortly after mid­ 
night ended a four-hour rampage by 
Fred Salomon, 24, San Jose, in which 
he stabbed a woman he tried to rape 
in her home, and wounded one of four 
hostages he took in his hijack at­ 
tempt, police said. 
Salomon was wounded when he 


went to the cockpit window of the 
plane and a member of the police Spe­ 
cial Weapons and Tactical Team 
known as SWAT opened fire. 


Police said the rampage began 
when Salomon entered the home of 
Eileen Rosas, 28, mother of three, and 
stabbed her in the heart. He then kid­ 
naped four hostages in a cross-city 
spree, stole three vehicles, threatened 
several other persons en route to his 
hijacking attempt and wounded a doc­ 
tor captive who tried to escape. 


The SWAT sharpshooter picked off 


Salomon as he stood on the ladder 
with a .38 caUber revolver at the head 
of airline mechanic Alden Lindekugle, 
40. 


“He had agreed to come out of the 
plane himself without his weapon and 
with his hands up,” said police Lt. 
Gary Leonard. But Salomon used the 
mechanic as a shield, Leonard said. 


“One of our officers, about 50 feet 
away, shouted three times, ‘Drop your 
weapon,’ ” Leonard said. He began to 
point the gun at the officer when the 
SWAT sharpshooter cut him down.

F0XB0R0, Mass. — Freshman Jim 
Browner ripped IO yards up the 
middle in the third period after his 
older brother Ross had recovered a 
fumble Monday night to lead Notre 
Dame to a 17-3 victory over Boston 
College in a nationally televised foot­ 
ball game. 


The triumph was Notre Dame’s first 
under new coach Dan Devine and its 
12th straight opening-game victory. 
Sophomore Al Hunter, who missed 
last season along with Ross Browner 
because of a disciplinary suspension, 
sealed the game with a touchdown 50 
seconds into the final period on a 24- 
yard pitchout around the right side. 
The two teams were tied 3-3 at half­ 
time on field goals of 30 yards by 


Notre Dame’s Dave Reeve and 45 
yards by Boston College’s Fred Stein- 
fort. 
The Eagles defense, which had held 
Notre Dame to 133 yards in the open­ 
ing half, loosened after Browner fell 
on a Keith Barnett fumble of quarter­ 
back Mike Kruczek’s errant pitchout. 


Notre Dame, taking over on its own 
40 yard line, found the end zone in 
eight plays. Quarterback Rick Stager, 
who had only 18 minutes of playing 
time going into the game, completed 
three passes in the drive for 27 yards. 
Jim Browner, who gained 95 yards in 
24 carries, lost one yard on a first and 
goal from the nine yard line, then 
burst straight ahead on the next play 
for the winning score. 


Boston College got one first down 
the next time it had the ball but, with 
less than a minute to go in the first 
period, free safety Randy Harrison in­ 
tercepted a deflected Kruczek pass at 
the Eagle 49 and returned it seven 
yards. Hunter moved four yards to 
the BC 38. Slager found tight end Ken 
MacAffee with a 12-yard pass to the 
BC 26 and Jim Browner gained two 
more yards before Hunter took off on 
his scoring run.

With hunters and sportsmen in gen­ 
eral still vociferously debating the 
controversial CBS documentary “The 
Guns of Autumn,* ’the network has 
announced a sequel to the program 
“Echoes of The Guns of Autumn” 
which will discuss questions raised by 
the original show, Sunday, Sept. 28. 
“The Guns of Autumn” brought a 
mixed chorus of reaction from view­ 
ers who watched the impressionable 
one-hour telecast, Sept. 5 depicting 
the killing of animals for sport. 
Most hunters were boisterous in 
their attack of the show which they 
judged to be “an irresponsible, one­ 
sided collection of anti-hunting propa­ 
ganda.” 
The CBS national switchboard in 
New York lit up like a Christmas tree 
the night of the program as 1,100 calls 
— 85 per cent opposing the show — 
burned the telephone cables. 
Locally, Chicago’s WBBM-TV sta­ 
tion was bombarded with 206 calls of 
which 191 voiced their dissatisfaction 
of the gruesome and sometimes hor­ 
rifying material that was “recom­ 
mended for mature audiences.” 
Letters that crossed this desk called 
the program everything from “repul­ 
sive sensationalism” to “blatant slan­ 
dering of the hunter.” One author de­ 
manded a public apology. 
I doubt lf he’ll get it during “The 
Echoes of The Guns of Autumn.”

LONDON (UPI) — Victims and wit­ 
nesses to a crime often find the police 
identification lineup disturbing and 
embarrassing and the chances they 
will pick out the wrong person are as 
high as 50 per cent, according to two 
British psychologists. 


After a study of the procedure in 
which the suspect is lined up with a 
number of roughly similar physical 
types, Helen Dent and Fiona Gray be­ 
lieve it would be better for both sides 
if color photographs were used in­ 
stead. 


In an article in New Behavior, they 
told of an experiment that led to their 
research. A slow motion “crime” was 
staged for a selected audience which 
had a good view of the criminal. Soon 
afterward members of the audience 
were asked to pick the “criminal” 
from an identification parade. 


“ONLY HALF OF them did so cor­ 
rectly,” they said. “Under such opti­ 
mum conditions, this performance is 
rather appalling and illustrates the 
great difficulty of the task that an 
eyewitness to a crime may have to 
perform.” 


They said this was in line with mod­ 
ern psychological theory that per­ 
ception and memory are active and 
constructive rather than simple copy­ 
ing devices. 


“Different observers,” they said, 
“give different reports of the same 
event because each sees the situation 
from his own point of view and inter­ 
prets it according to his own feelings, 
prejudice and past experience. 


“Rarely will he be able to walk 
straight up to the suspect and con­ 
fidently identify him as the criminal, 
for even the criminal himself will not 
correspond exactly to the person the 
witness remembers. Whether or not 
the witness decides to identify some­ 
one depends not only on how closely 
that person resembles his memory of 
the criminal but also on how close he 
thinks the resemblance ought to be 
before he makes a positive identi­ 
fication. 


“The situation itself may bias the 
witness towards making an identi­ 
fication, since he knows that the po­ 
lice have brought in someone they

3 more suspected encephalitis cases 


Three more suspected cases of en­ 
cephalitis were reported at Northwest 
suburban hospitals Monday as public 
health officials said the epidemic is 
continuing to subside. 


A 40-year-old Wheeling woman, ad­ 
mitted to Holy Family Hospital, Des 
Plaines, Saturday, was listed in good 
condition with suspected encephalitis. 
A 45-year-old Des Plaines man and a 
50-year-old Highland Park woman are 
hospitalized at Lutheran General Hos­ 
pital, Park Ridge, with symptoms of 
the disease. 


Dr. John B. Hall, director of the 
County Health Dept., predicted Mon­ 
day that scattered cases of the mos­ 


quito-carried disease will be reported 
until the first frost. 
Hall said the number of encephalitis 
cases in the north half of the county 
have been light compared with the 
number in the south part of the coun­ 
ty. “We have had only one confirmed 
case up north, a Northbrook woman, 
and only one probable case in Morton 
Grove,” Hall said. “The disease just 
hasn’t been moving up north. Why, I 
don’t know.” 
THE ILLINOIS Dept, of 
Public 
Health reported 24 new suspected, 
probable and confirmed cases of en­ 
cephalitis Monday. Five new probable 
cases were reported hospitalized in 
south Cook County. Eight Cook County 


cases, all in southern suburbs, also 
were transferred from the suspected 
to the confirmed list. 
Since the encephalitis epidemic start­ 
ed last month, 65 confirmed cases, 77 
probable cases and 85 suspected cases 
have been reported in Illinois. Cook 
County has had 30 confirmed cases, 43 
probable cases and 45 suspect cases. 
Mary Huck, spokesman for the 
state, said all of these cases are per­ 
sons who became ill two to three 
weeks ago. 
Hall cautioned people to continue to 
use insect repellent when going out­ 
doors at night. “Use a mosquito repel­ 
lent and enjoy yourself,” he said. 
“But don’t panic if you get bitten.”

No 
doubt his horrible smell has helped 
him to survive through the ages. 
There are 170 shrew species and, 
apart from Australasia and the polar 
regions, they are at home almost ev­ 
erywhere. There are white-toothed 
and red-toothed species. The largest 
types are bigger than mice. The smal­ 
lest is the pygma shrew; he is about 2 
inches long, with a 1-inch tail, and 
wieghs no more than a dime. He is 
the smallest of all the mammals. 


Like other shrews, he lives a rather 
solitary life — though there may be 
thousands of his kinfolk in a meadow. 
In the animal world, energy is related 
to the area of body surface. Smaller 
animals have a relatively large sur­ 
face, so they need more food to keep 
going. The small shrew is so famished 
that he cannot live through the night 
without a meal. 


He solves this problem by dividing 
day and night into three-hour periods 
for resting and eating. He will eat al­ 
most anything, including seeds and 


meat. But his favorite menu consists 
of grubs and bugs. 
The female shrew builds a ball- 
shape nest of leaves and grasses and 
usually bears two litters during the 
summer. The four to IO babes are 
blind and helpless, and each one 
weighs about half a gram. Being 
mammals, they feed on mother’s 
milk. In less than a month they are 
ready to leave home. The nervous, 
famished shrews become old and 
worn out after only about 15 months. 
Andy sends a 7-volume set of the 
Chronicles of Namia to Jeff Hoch, 8, 
of San Anselmo, Calif., for his ques­ 
tion: 
ARE TORNADOS THE SAME AS 
HURRICANES? 
Tornados visit certain places; hurri­ 
canes visit other places. But neither 
of these wild storms is likely to visit 
the fair city of San Francisco. There 
the people learn about them from re­ 
ports in the newspaper and on the 
television. And the dreadful damage 
done by hurricanes and tornados 
seems to be the same. Actually these 
firece storms are different — and so 
is the damage they cause.

I can’t tell you specific things because 
they’re all so subtle.

I was just a 
kid then, 12. Now she relates to me in 
a more adult w ay.. .you know, ac­ 
tress to actress. I just love her for it. 


She doesn’t talk down to me or any­ 
one else on the show and she never 
has. She has strong ideas about some 
things and voices them constantly. 
But she never demands and can 
change at the drop of a cue if it looks 
like it’ll work better another way.

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New claims drop 
Unemployment 
numbers stable 


The number of Illinoisans seeking 
unemployment benefits remained vir­ 
tually unchanged last week, but the 
number of new claims dropped by 13.5 
per cent. 
The Illinois Diept. of Labor an­ 
nounced that 228,526 persons filed 
unemployment claims in the week 
ending Sept. 6. That represented a 
drop of .7 per cent — 1,608 persons — 
over the previous week. 


Among those claims were initial fil­ 
ings by 14,246 persons, down 13.5 per 
cent from the previous week. 
In Cook and DuPage counties, the 
number of unemployment claims to­ 
taled 130,539, a decrease of 8 per cent 
from the previous week. Unemploy­ 
ment claims in the Chicago-DuPage 
area, however, were 202 per cent high­ 
er than one year ago. 


Campaign manager named 


A Chicago attorney, James L. Flet­ 
cher, was named as campaign man­ 
ager Monday by former U.S. Atty. 
James R. Thompson, a Republican 
candidate for governor. 


Fletcher, 32, said he will take a 
leave of absence from the firm of Bur- 
ditt and Calkins. George Burditt, one 
of the partners in the firm was the 
1974 Republican candidate for the U.S. 
Senate against Sen. Adlai E. Steven­ 
son, 111. 
Thompson also named Thomas L. 
Norton, 27, a press aide to Burditt in 
the senatorial campaign, and Gary L. 
Stark, 29, formerly an assistant to 
Thompson, to his campaign staff. 
Thompson told a news conference, 
“Each man shares by belief that 
only through openness and honesty 
can we return to Illinois the lead­ 
ership that the people of this state de­ 
serve. ” 


Fund-raising chief picked 


Gaylord Freeman, chairman of the 
First National Bank of Chicago, will 
head fund-raising efforts for Presi­ 
dent Ford’s election campaign in Illi­ 
nois, it was announced Monday. 


The first meeting of the United Re­ 
publican Fund for the 1976 election 
campaign is scheduled Wednesday. A 
URF spokesman said the group will 
meet soon with Republican officehol­ 
ders and party officials to coordinate 
campaign activities. 
Freeman said he plans to “appeal 
widely to all citizens to support Presi­ 
dent Ford’s campaign.’’

Nab gunman after chase 


A suspect in a Wilmette robbery 
spilled money from' a shopping bag on 
the Kennedy Expressway Monday 
during an auto chase that ended in his 
capture by Chicago police. 
A lone gunman, wearing a Hallow­ 
een mask, had forced employes of a 
National Food Store in the Edens 
Plaza Shopping Center to open a safe 
before store hours. 
The intruder tied up the store man­ 
ager and two male employes. He then 
ordered three female employes into 
the cashier’s booth, forcing one to 
open the safe and taking about $2,000. 
A passing motorist reported seeing 
a man jump a fence near the shop­ 
ping center and run to a car on the 
southbound Edens Expressway. Po­ 
lice later halted a car which answered 
the motorist’s description on the Ken­ 
nedy. Both the fleeing passenger and 
the driver were taken into custody. 


Postal hikes 'excessive* 


U.S. Rep. Paul Simon, D-Ill., said 
Monday raising the first-class postage 
rate from a dime to 13 cents would be 
“excessive.” Simon said a two-penny 
hike to 12 cents would be “more than 
adequate since each penny increase 
brings in $600 million.” 
However, Simon said the chances of 
getting a boost below 13 cents are not 
good. 


Former IJ of C trustee dies 


Glen A. Lloyd, Chicago attorney and 
former chairman of the board of 
trustees of the University of Chicago, 
died Sunday at his ranch near Ala­ 
mosa, Colo., at the age of 80. Lloyd, a 
resident of Libertyville, 111., was 
chairman of the university’s trustees 
from 1956 to 1963 during which time 
the endowment rose $166 million to 
$245 million and its operating ex­ 
penditures nearly doubled. He played 
a leading role in the construction of 
the university’s law school building. 
Survivors include his widow, Mar­ 
ion, two daughters, a son, a sister, 
Mrs. Eva L. White, and two brothers, 
Carl, a Chicago attorney, and Ralph, 
retired president of Maryville College 
and former moderator of the United 
Presbyterian Church, U.S.A.

Edna Freifield who runs the family ga­ 
rage in Cedarhurst, Long Island, is con­ 
vinced that routine auto maintenance can 
be done by anyone — “even a man.”

In auto mechanics 20 years, Joyce, her 
husband, Tom, three of their eight chil­ 
dren and several longtime employees run a 
family type service station and auto repair 
business in Palatine. 
Joyce can do it all. She can diagnose 
auto problems, write work orders, hunt 
down parts. She test-drives ailing cars and 
makes estimates. She does billing, balances 
books, provides customer transportation. 
And, if needed, she is not above pump­ 
ing gas or selling tires. 


EDNA AND JOYCE are two of the 
burgeoning number of people — both men 
and women — who have departed from 
traditional sex role stereotypes to “do their 
own thing” and who have done it success­ 
fully. 
Donald Giancaterino and John Conroy 
are two more. For, if women have the right 
to pursue whatever vocation they wish, so 
do men. “ Equal opportunity” is for every­ 
one. 
Don and John are registered nurses. 
Both work at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village. In the past 
nine years, they have served as staff nurses 
and as supervisors in pediatrics, medical, 
surgical, intensive and coronary care. Don 
is now coordinator of nursing personnel; 
John is coordinator of patient care. 
“Nurses are nurses, and giving good 
health care doesn’t depend on your sex,” 
said Giancaterino. 


HARPER COMMUNITY COLLEGE 
has had three males complete the nursing 
program to date.

Outdoor enthusiasts are choosing from a 
complete line of fashionable outerwear to 
complement their recreational pastimes. 
A stylish appearance is becoming as vi­ 
tally significant as that favorite lure, shot­ 
gun or ski slope. 
Ability is no longer the sole measuring 
stick for calculating one’s outdoor prowess. 
Casting in the middle of a tree, emptying 
three rounds unsuccessfully at a winging 
target or snowballing down a hill now seem 
acceptable as long as one looks good doing 
it. 
THE OUTDOOR clothing industry has 
obliged the appearance-conscious sports­ 
man with a vast wardrobe that emphasizes 
style, comfort and practicality. 
The sophisticated stream and river an­ 
gler demands lightweight insulation from 
the icy current and gets it with a polyvi­ 
nyl-coated fishing vest, nylon rubberized 
chest waders, a nylon fishing creel with 
sponge rubber backing and, of course, a 
trademark of a perforated straw hat that 
resembles a pin cushion of homemade flies, 
nymphs and leaders. 
The nylon-rayon quality of material in­

green or brown camouflage designs. 
STILL ANOTHER stylish accessory 
gaining wide acceptance by fishermen is a 
pair of polarized sunglasses that reflect the 
sun’s blinding glare.

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Women make inroads 
toward legal equality 


Despite the failure of the Equal Rights 
Amendment to be ratified so far, women 
have been making some inroads toward 
legal and social equality on both the state 
an d 
federal 
levels. 
B ut 
much 
dis* 
crimination persists. 
In the Illinois legislature some 80 bills 
were introduced in the last session that 
would eliminate sex discrimination in Illi­ 
nois laws. A handful of these bills were 
passed and await the governor’s signature. 
The rest will be introduced again in the 
upcoming session. 
Among these is a measure to end sex 
discrimination in the granting of credit. A 
study by the Commission on the Status of 
Women found that: 


• MORE 
THAN one-third 
of 
the 
state’s lenders surveyed do not take into 
account the income of married women 
when granting loans to married couples. 
• Forty per cent take into account 
whether a woman is in childbearing years 
in evaluating a credit application, and 7 
per cent ask what kind of contraception 
she uses. 
• Twenty per cent do not grant credit 
to a woman in her own name, even when 
she is the sole breadwinner in the family. 
All three of these practices had already 
been outlawed at the federal level by the 
Equal Credit Protection Act of 1968. That 
makes it unlawful for any creditor to dis­ 
criminate against any applicant on the 
basis of sex or marital status. 


CREDITORS are specifically forbidden 
to ask about a woman’s contraceptive, and 
are forbidden to inquire about marital 
status unless it is to ascertain the credit­ 
or’s rights and remedies. 
On the issue of equal pay for equal 


work, surveys indicate that while a broad 
spectrum of society agrees that this is a 
right, in practice women are still paid sig­ 
nificantly less than men for the same work 
in a wide range of jobs, both professional 
and non-professional. 
The 1970 census showed that working 
women wdth a high school education 
earned a median income of $5,000 in 1969, 
only 56 per cent of the median earned by 
men of equivalent age and education. 
Women with four years of college earned 
$7,200, or 55 per cent of the $13,100 
earned by their male counterparts. 
One of the bills passed in the Illinois 
legislature this year would give the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission the 
authority to initiate discrimination cases 
against private companies that show such 
patterns, instead of having to wait fo r a 
woman to bring suit against her employer. 


W OMEN HAVE increasingly seized on 
other legal rights, such as keeping their 
own name after marriage and entering the 
professions of their choice. 
For example, last year’s enrollment in 
medical schools increased to 22 per cent 
women. However, the number of women in 
the medical profession in the U.S. still lags 
far behind some other countries. Only 8.2 
per cent of the physicians in the U.S. are 
women, while 70 per cent of physicians in 
the Soviet Union are women, 50 per cent 
in Poland, and 43 per cent in the Philip­ 
pines. 
Still, women in this country and others 
who have become physicians say they are 
blocked by social traditions and attitudes 
from going into specialties other than pe­ 
diatrics, obstetrics, and internal medicine, 
and from moving up inter adminstrative 
positions in hospitals and clinics.
